subject. If they decide it is not best to 
adopt biennial sessions, then the conse­ 
quences rest with them, and the Legisla- 
tare will have done its duty. 
The resolution as adopted by the as 
sembly provides that the members of the 
Legislature shall each receive five hundred 
dollars for each session which is equal to 
two huadred and fifty dollars a year. They 
Will be allowed mileage^tati onery and news 
papers as now. One important point was 
omitted in the resolution, and that is, the 
length of the session should be limited, say 
to sixty or seventy days. This is practi­ 
cal, and while the Assembly was about it, 
it should have seen that some limit of the 
length of the session was provided tor- 
There can be no argument against this 
feature of the resolution. All the work 
there is for the Legislature to do even 
should biennial sessions be adopted, can be 
done in two months at least. One of the 
principal objections the boarding-house 
influence at Madison makes against biennial 
sessions, is that when the Legislature meets 
only once in two years, the sessions will 
be prolonged, so that in the cud biennial 
sessions will not be as economical as annu* 
a1 sessions. There are now thirty Staten 
out of the thirty-eight in the Union that 
hold biennial sessions of the Legislature, 
and twenty of those limit the length of the 
sessions. In the States of Illinois, Michi­ 
gan, and Iowa, where there is no limit, the 
sessions are moderate in (length consider­ 
ing the amount of l>U9ine£9 .to be trans­ 
acted, and even without (this provision* 
they have economical sessions, and there 
comes from these States, and all others 
that have adoptsd biennial sessions, that 
any 
attempt 
to 
return 
to 
annual 
sessions would be met with determined op­ 
position, and would be overwhelmingly 
defeated. It will be remembered that this 
question was tested in Michigan in Aprilt 
1SCS, as stated to the Gazette by Governor 
Croswell, a few weeks ago, and the propo­ 
sition to adopt annual sessions was defeat­ 
ed by a majority of 75,832. 
The Wisconsin Assembly has done its 
duty, now let the Senate follow the ex­ 
ample.

However, a few 
days ago a United States special postoffice 
agent was out this way, and got a glimpse 
of an advertisement of the grand gilt con­ 
cert Then he examined the mails, and 
dircoyered that the lottery circulars bad 
been mailed. The next thing was to order 
the arrest of Messrs John R Patty, George 
Patty, and George J Blythe, on the charge 
of using the United States mails tor un­ 
lawful and fraudulent purposes. So this 
mom log at Fond du Lac the gentlemen 
were arrested and have been brought to 
this city for a preliminary examination 
The matter, because of the prominence of 
all the parties creates a good deal of inter­ 
est. Present appearances indicate that the 
government intends to prosecute the case 
in grim earnest. 
Of course the ticket 
holders will wonder how they arc to get 
their money back. 
The Messrs. Patty and Blythe waived 
examination and wero held to bail in the 
sum of $1,000 each.
